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MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 


The undersigned parties believe that Fort Wayne has one of the 
finest park systems in the country and that such excellence has been 
founded upon the tradition of public and private support which the 
parks have enjoyed and the political independence which has character¬ 
ized the management of the Park Department since its inception. We 
are aware of the close relationship which the citizens of Fort Wayne 
have enjoyed with their parks and we are committed to promoting the 
further success of the park system and the preservations of the 
principals which have brought it such success. 

In the furtherance of these objectives, the following guidelines 
have been established and each of the undersigned is pledged to 
promoting in every manner possible the implementation of such guide¬ 
lines with respect to the operation of the Fort Wayne Park Department. 

PERSONNEL 

All hiring of permanent staff personnel shall be done by the Park 
Department, subject to the limitation that such persons shall be 
properly qualified and such hiring shall not violate any state, federal 
or local employment laws, including any applicable equal employment or 
affirmative action requirements or applicable collective bargaining 
agreements. This paragraph shall not be construed to provide for the 
creation of a separate personnel department exclusive to the Park 
Department. 

Subject to the foregoing limitation, employment of temporary 
personnel shall be by the Park Department, except that it shall permit 
the city personnel office to submit applicants if the city will submit 
alternative candidates so that the Park Department can select employ¬ 
ees from among several applicants. 

The Park Department shall be afforded the opportunity to select 
temporary employees from its own sources if it chooses to do so and if 
said persons are properly qualified for the job. 

No personnel of the Department shall be required to make any 
political contributions or engage in any political activities. Nothing 
herein shall be deemed to prohibit any employee from making such 
voluntary contributions to any party or candidate for political office as 
he or she shall deem appropriate. 

All employees will be judged on their merits and there will be no 
removals of any staff personnel without cause. 

BUDGET 

The Park Department shall prepare its own budget and submit it 
to City Council for approval or alteration. However, prior to submis¬ 
sion to City Council the Park Department shall submit its budget to 
the City for review or comment, but the final determination as to this 
budget shall remain with the Department. 
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The Park Department shall be responsible for the presentation of 
the budget before the City Council. 

The Park Department will be responsible for the expenditure of 
its approved budget. However, the Department shall utilize the City's 
central purchasing. In the event the Department determines central 
purchasing is not securing the lowest possible price from the best and 
most responsive vendors, the Department shall be free to undertake 
such purchasing through its own staff. 

The Mayor represents that he has no present intention to 
recommend at any time a reduction in the budget of the Park Depart¬ 
ment from its present level. Such representation is made with due 
regard to present circumstances and shall not be deemed to preclude 
any reassessment of the matter in the event of dramatic change in the 
economic circumstances impacting the community. Final determination 
with regard to the Park Board budget shall remain with the Common 
Council. 

All contract negotiations or contract administration affecting the 
Park Department will be conducted with the participation of the Depart¬ 
ment staff representatives and all action taken on behalf of or 
affecting the Department must have the approval of the Department. 


PLANNING 

All Park Department planning will be accomplished by the Depart¬ 
ment with input from the administration. Where planning necessarily 
requires integration with other departments or activities of the City, 
all appropriate bodies will be involved. 


PARK BOARD REPRESENTATIVES 

The Park Board shall permit a designated representative of the 
consortium of park supporters to attend all future Board meetings. 
Such person shall have the right to participate in Board meetings, but 
shall not vote. 

The administration shall consult with the consortium of park 
supporters respecting all future appointees to the Park Board and will 
consider favorably an appointment of a Park Commissioner acceptable to 
the consortium within two years. 


FUTURE ACTION 

The parties agree that they shall meet periodically to review and 
assess these efforts to determine if they are effective and to determine 
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whether there are any modifications or alterations necessary to carry 
out the objectives of these guidelines. Such review shall be made at 
six-month intervals over the next year and a half and at such addition¬ 
al times as the parties may determine to be appropriate. 

If these efforts fail, all parties are free to pursue whatever 
appropriate options are available to them. 


This Memorandum of Understanding shall be subject to all appli¬ 
cable local, state and federal law and any provision hereof in conflict 
therewith shall, to such extent, be deemed to be deleted from this 
memorandum. 


For purposes of this Memorandum, the terms "Park Department" 
or "Department" shall be deemed to include all aspects of the Park 
Department and the Board of Park Commissioners, and are not 
intended to assign any responsibilities or duties within the Depart¬ 
ment.

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MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 


The undersigned parties believe that Fort Wayne has one of the 
finest park systems in the country and that such excellence has been 
founded upon the tradition of public and private support which the 
parks have enjoyed and the political independence which has character¬ 
ized the management of the Park Department since its inception. We 
are aware of the close relationship which the citizens of Fort Wayne 
have enjoyed with their parks and we are committed to promoting the 
further success of the park system and the preservations of the 
principals which have brought it such success. 

In the furtherance of these objectives, the following guidelines 
have been established and each of the undersigned is pledged to 
promoting in every manner possible the implementation of such guide¬ 
lines with respect to the operation of the Fort Wayne Park Department. 


PERSONNEL

All hiring of permanent staff personnel shall be done by the Park 
Department, subject to the limitation that such persons shall be 
properly qualified and such hiring shall not violati 
or local eitiployment laws, 'ncludinq a^ ^ppUca'-''^' 
affirmative actiop^equirementsA or ^pplicSet _ 

agreements. This paragraph shall not be construed to provide for the 
creation of a separate personnel department exclusive to the Park 
Department. 


T)S?gaining 


Subject to the ' foregoing limitation, employment of temporary 
personnel shall be by the Park Department, except that it shall permit 
the city personnel office to submit applicants if the city will submit 
alternative candidates so that the Park Department can select employ¬ 
ees from among several applicants. 


The Park Department shall be afforded the opportunity to select 
temporary employees from its own sources if it chooses to do so and if 
said persons are properly qualified for the job. 


No personnel of the Department shall be required to make any 
political contributions or engage in any political activities. Nothing 
herein shall be deemed to prohibit any employee from making such 
voluntary contributions to any party or candidate for political office as 
he or she shall deem appropriate. 


All employees will be judged on their merits and there will be no 
removals of any staff personnel without cause. 


BUDGET
